3. fhe effect of tJie reductions in staffs of servioo attaches has not 
been consistent throughout tlie world, 1h© aost noticeable xEipact has been 
to the countries of Western Europe shere, wiUi the cocceptitHi of Switserland, 
there has been a definite decrease in all piiases of reporttog. In other 
sreas of the world the effect has not been widespread, although •there ha^ve 
b«^ certain countries vdiere the ineffectiveness to report-ing can be traced 
to the attache redac-tione, 

♦w functional field, serious deficiencies have been ao^bed to
